Budgets And The Girl 


HE very young girl be she called flapper, 
T subdeb, or kid, gets into almost every- 

thing these days, but it was a surprise 

to find her discussed in connection with 
the big bankers’ convention recently held in 
New York City. It is a woman banker, Mrs. 
Kay Cammack, assistant secretary of the New 
York Trust. Company, who is responsible for 
bringing in the frivolous young person, for 
Mrs. Cammack, outside of office hours, is 
devoted to the work of teaching young girls 
(generally rich girls) to keep budgets. She 
believes, as she recently stated in an inter- 
view, that no one needs budgeting so much as 
the young girl at school. 

A budget, of conte; presupposes an allow- 
ance, and it is the allowance system that Mrs. 
Cammack especially urges upon well to do 
parents of extravagant daughters. A fixed 
allowance, out of which the girl is expected 
to pay her expenses and buy all her clothes 
is the best way of teaching financial responsi- 
bility to girls who don’t have to work for 
their living. The fathers who permit their 
daughters to run up large bills, or who hand 
out extra amounts on request for this, that, 
and the other luxury, without any accounting, 
are simply fostering financial ignorante and 
inviting ‘extravagance. No matter how much 
or how little a girl may have to spend, it 
should be a definite sum, and she should be 
put upon her own responsibility in the matter 
of spending it. This is the doctrine which 
Mrs, Cammack preaches and, in talks to girls 
at boarding schools, she advises them to make 
out budgets for the wise spending of their 
money and teaches them how to do it. It 
is her idea that the banks have a certain duty 
in helping young people to understand the 
value of money and to learn how to spend it 
wisely.—Rock Island Argus.

And these exits and escapes should be in 
various parts of the building—no in one part 
of the building. They should be in the front 
and in the back and on the sides, with access 
to adjoining buildings. There should be no 
possibility of the employes being caught in a 
trap to be either burned to death or injured.

IE least that can be said of the 
all hats is that they are exceed- 
ngly clever.

The telephone bills, totaling hun- 
dreds of dollars during the past five 
years, are being checked by the ac- 
countants in an attempt to link 
“outside parties’ with the _ partici- 
parts in a series of thefts by which 
the county lost $23,000, it was 
learned. 

Aid County Inquiry 

Whether or not the records of 
these calls lead to development of 
evidence in the embezzlement 
charges, they will form one angle 
of the demand the grand jury is to 
make for a clean sweep in the aud- 
itor’s office. 

The county funds paid the tele- 
phone calls, hundreds of which were 
for private affairs of several per- 
sons in the auditor’s office, it is 
said. The bills were handled as ‘de- 
partmental expenses,” under which 
system they were supposed to be 
audited by the auditor’s office as a 
proper charge against the county. 

It is reported the Board of Super- 
visors has ordered a complete in- 
ventory of the telephone calls and 
that those members of the auditor’s 
office who charged the county with 
personal calls will be discharged. 

That the graft inquiry has been 
conducted for three weeks through- 
gut the county by Accountant Will- 
iam H. Hadie, of the Charles P. 
Fuller staff, became known jyester- 
day. Mr. EHadie, it is reported, will 
appear before the grand jury when 
it convenes Tuesday to again di- 
rect the probe. The accountant has 
secretly been checking mysterious 
activities of members of Auditor S. 
G. Berger's staff, it is believed. 

Guests at Parties

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Ag PROBE OF AUDITOR'S RICHARDSON FIRM 


AN PAYROLL GUTo 


lov.-Elect Friend W. ‘Richardson 
has again reiterated his promise to 
pry loose from the state payrolls cer- 
tain political parasites. His declara- 
tion was made at the dinner tender- 
ed him by the Southern California 
BHditorial Association recently. 

“I propose to make good on my 
issue of economy in government. ! 
regard my election as a solemn maii- 
date from the people and‘I hope you 
will not join the wailers and how!l- 
ers when the pay-roll parasites begin 
to yelp,” Mr. Richardson told the 
editors. 

“The state must keep within its 
means. The work of educational and 
humane institutions will not be in- 
terfered with, but they will be run 
more efficiently. The protests. will 
start with the first cut and I propose 
to keep cutting, no matter how they 
holler,’ he asserted. 

Useful Workers Stay 

“People who will serve the state 
are what I am looking for, but use- 
ful workers now in office will not be 
interfered with. 

“Useless departments and commis- 
sions must go. The assertion will be 
made that they are necessary, but a 
good argument is no justification for 
appropriations and I believe we now 
have a legislature which will have 
the nerve to vote ‘No’ on appropria- 
tions and end the very popular game 
of pork barrel. 

“Ym not as bad as my opponents 
in the election campaign painted me, 
but I’ve got nerve enough to tell 
people who ought to be told where 
they ought to go to,’ he concluded. 

Mr. Richardson was given a great 
ovation by the editors, over a hun- 


dred of whom attended the dinner, 


In his address he termed his elec- 
tion as essentially a victory for the 
country pregs, although he stated he 
appreciated the support given him 
by the metropolitan dailies. 

No Job-Hunting Editors 

Despite reports in the press that 
he was being besieged by country 
editors looking for jobs in return for 
the support they rendered his can- 
Mr. Richardson said that he 
has not received a single appeal from 
a job-hunting scribe. 

He announced, however, that there 
will, be editors on his staff and that 
he had, in fact, already selected one. 
He declined to reveal the appointeo’s 
name. 

Mr. Richardson also announced his 
intention of drafting the three best 
men in the state to fill the posts of 
highway commissioners to remedy 
ithe deplorable conditions he declared 
are now prevalent. 

“The people want good 
they will get them, but they thustn’t 
expect too much, as nearly all of 
the money has been spent,’ he stat 
ed. 

His address was typically 
sonian, brusque and direct, its blunt- 
ness tempered with a sincerity that 
won enthusiastic applause from the 
editors who erowded around him at 
its conclusion to shake his hand and 
renew their pledges of support. 

After the meal was conclgded The 
Times radio entertained and the ed- 
itors were afforded the novel exper- 
ience of seeing Mr. Rithardson leave 
the room and a few minutes later 
hear his voice filling the room in a 
speech broadcast over the country 
by KHJ: At the radio message’s con- 
elusion the editors applauded. 

The speeches which preceded the 
remarks of Mr. Richardson were en 
tirely in a hanpy vein and consisted 
chiefly of chaffing certain occupants 
of editorial sanctums upon their cam- 
paign policies. 

“California is a great state. 
bounded by the ‘Pacific Ocean 
Democratic victories,” asserted John 
King, editor of the Hemet News 
(Democratic) in answer to his hect- 
lers. Mr. King declared he was glad 
of Mr. Richardson’s election and _ re- 
joiced in his ability to overthrow 
what he termed one of the most cor 
rupt political machines in the Union 
and triumph at the polls.
